Skill And Determination 


For the first time in 10 years a tremendous Fort 
Dodge basketball team traveled to state competi- 
tion. After hitting 51% and defeating Atlantic 
66-56 in the final round of district the Dodgers 
traveled to Ames to oppose Des Moines Roosevelt 
in the first pairing of state play. Although sup- 
ported by an army of loyal followers Roosevelts’ 
giants proved too great for the shorter Dodgers 
as they were stopped 61-33. The five senior start- 
ers couldn’t seem to get warm until the second 
half and yet hit only 18% during the entire game. 
Roosevelt, ranked as the tallest high school team 
in the nation, was outscored by the Dodgers in 
the second half 22-21. 

The Dodgers chance for state was well earned 
as both District games were hard fought and only 
the better team won. Battling through the first 
round the Dodgers clipped Sioux City Central 
69-66. Shooting a fabulous 57%, the winning 
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points came from Bockert and Kudron. In the 
second game a full house of Dodger supporters 
witnessed the Red and Black knock Atlantic out 
of the running with a slick 66-56 total. Controlling 
both boards and court the Dodgers earned their 
setting in state. 

Climbing the ladder to District play wasn’t an 
easy job as the Dodgers barely slipped past Car- 
roll Kuemper and Humboldt. With a one point 
difference and five seconds remaining the Dodg- 
ers’ luck held as they defeated Kuemper 42-41. 
Real fire and skill was the ticket to end a 3 year 
jinx as Humboldt was downed 52-47. 

Boasting an 11-9 record the season was high- 
lighted by wins over East and West Waterloo. 
Causing one of the biggest upsets of the year 
the Dodgers put an end to East’s 13-game winning 
streak by a 49-48 advantage. The season was an 
excellent one from the spectator viewpoint.
